OTT AIWWIA—Evidence of low wages 
paid by chain stores was presented 
to the mass buying commission Mion- 
day when it opened its inquiry imto 
the merchandising practices of these 
vast organizations with stores dotting 
the country. 

Frel P, Higgins, Toronto auditor, 
told of managers of meat and grocery 
departments in one chain organiza- 
tion of 600 stores, being paid $4 a day 
and hel responsible for all stock. He 
told of 16 men averaging $7.34 and 
120 women $6.78 for a full week’s 
work. Another organization paid 104 
srocery clerks §7 to $15 for 48 hours, 

Delivery boys working 66 hours for 

1.50. Emiployees for a grocery chain 
Vorker from 66 I-2 to 81 1-2 hours a 
A married man was employ- 
ed at $6 a week and his meals, and a 
girl as weijtress for $10 and meals. 

At the same time, the auditor said 
chain stores survived the depression 
with less injury than most industries 
certainly lees injury than manufac- 
turers and farmers. He gave figures 
to show ‘increasing profits in recent 
years and steady dividends and etock 
bonuses.

Under compulsion he gets 
that volume of busjness that he can- 
not @et in any other way because 
volume when handled on a commis- 
sion basis means increased revenue. 
All other distributors will be forced 
out of business, their connection, out- 
lets and business entirely disorgan- 
ized, and as a.result, there will ‘be 
nothing left to gauge or indicate 
whether or not the producer is get 
ting giood service and high gales. As 
a matter of fact, speaking very plain- 
ly, an I see it, there is only one group 
really clamoring for this legislation 
and it comes from a certain section 
of distributors who find that their

Voluntary instruction by two 
Omaha speech-education teachers has 
enabled Billy Coleman, nine-year-old 
paralytic to speak for the first time. 

Stricken with infantile paralysis 
when he was 11 months old, Billy 
was unable to get about by himself 
and his handicap was made -greater 
by his inability to speak. 

‘Although he received the finest 
treatment at the municipal hospital 
his vocal sense did not respond to 
treatment until he was placed in the 
care of Miss Alice Lilpegren, speech 
education supervisor of the Omaha 
public schools, and Miss Ebba Jack- 
son of the speech education depart- 
ment. 

When Billy first came to the.at- 
tention of the teachers he was un- 
able to move his tongue, lower his 
jaw or close his lips. He was de- 
ficient in 37 of the 40 sounds used in 
normal speech. i 

Billy's first lesson was to learn to 
say “ah”, according to Miss Lilpe- 
gren. She let Billy touch her throat, 
face and mouth as she enunciated 
the simple syllable. Since his hear- 
ing was normal she also instructed 
him in the position of the tongue in 
making the sound. 

Through his grim determination to 
learn to speak and a power of con- 
centration,’ which Miss Lilpegren 
said was unequalled, Billy now speaks 
almost normally.

Canada Has Increased Her Production |. 


Of Electro-Plate 
Possibly her sterling silverware is 
the most cherished possession of 
home-loving woman. Possibly it is 
the most cherished of the household: 
heirlooms. Tableware enters into

sion years have told their tale. Less 
silverware is being manufactured and 
imported and there is more electro- 
plate being turned out in Canada. 
For example, in 1933 the sterling sil- 
ver hollow-ware and flatware manu- 
factured was valued at $348,000 com- 
pared with $401,000 in 1932 but the 
electro-plate in 1933 was of the value 
of $1,696,000 compared with 1,412,- 
000 in the previous year. Imported 
sterling silverware comes mainly 
from the United Kingdom, some from 
the United States and a little from 
Germany. The imports fell off some- 
what to $74,000 from Great Britain 
in 1933. Electro-plated imports at 
$260,000 were a considerable reduc- 
tion.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Expert Skin Grafting 
London Surgeon Describes Remark- 
able Results That Can Be Attained 

A method of detouring living skin 
from one part of the body to another 
to improve plastic surgery was de- 
scribed to the American College of 
Surgeons at Boston by Sir Harold 
Gillies, London surgeon. 

The -detouring of skin is one of the 
latest bits of skill. By its use skin, 
without even losing its living connec- 
tion with the patient’s own blood 
supply, can be taken from virtually 
any part of the body, even the back, 
and transferred anywhere else. 

By this method skin has been taken 
from the outside of the body and de- 
toured to interior cavities to save 
life. 

The detour trip atross or length- 
wise of the body takes six to nine 
weeks. The method is known to 
surgeons as the tubed pedicle flap. 


‘The “flap” looks like the handle of a 


valise. 

For detouring abdominal skin to 
the face, a square section of abdo- 
minal skin is first loosened along two 
opposite sides, lifted and rolled into 
the form ¢f a valise handld. 

This handle or flap remains fully

_ Rare Game Fowl 

An offer or $1,500 for 75 pairs of 
birds she has on her little farm at 
Gilrov, California,’ was in the hands 
of Faye Lane, a former teacher sec- 
retary and clerk, who went to Call- 
fornia five years ago from North 
Dakota to “beat the depression” and 
has developed a unique business for 
& woman. 

On a California hi'iside Miss Lane 
presides over rows of former tourist 
cabins that now house 5,000 rare 
game fowl collected from the four 
corners of the earth, 

There are magnificent, irridescent 
pheasants from Mongolia; shining 
silver pheasants from Tibet, Swin- 
hoes and Ladv Amhursts from India; 
gorgeous, black-throated Goldens 
from Morocco and Algiers. These 
parade in little gardens next to co- 
vevs of wild Valley quail and native 
grouse. 

“That reallv is not much of a price 
for our birds,” said Miss Lane, re- 
ferring to the $1.500 offer. ‘“Chuckar 
partridges, like ali fancy birds, are 
scarce this year I have been offered 
as high as $1,000 for one pair of 
Pa'lowan peacocks. 

“White Peafowl from this farm 
sometimes bring $200 apiece. Mikado 
pheasant have often sold for $500 a 
pair.” 

There is a joker in all these prices, 
however. The birds are extremely 
difficult to raise in captivity A pair 
of these birds will sometimes go for 
several years without hatching an 
egg, or if they do hatch, raising a 
chick. 

Linda Vista ranch specializes in 
native California wood duck and 
grouse, and raises thousands of Val- 
ley quail. These birds are sold to the 
game commission for release in the 
hills to provide sport for the hunter, 
much as streams are restocked with 
trout for the fisherman. 

“But the most interesting bird that 
I know of,” said Miss Lane, “is the 
little wild Valley quail. Tiny things 
that are no bigger than a dove when 
grown, and a canary when a baby, 
they have an unusual intelligence. 

“When a covey is hatched and 
ready to come out, the cock and hen 
arrange a regular espionage system. 
I have seen it over and over. Papa 
takes a stand on a high knoll, over- 
looking the vicinity. If all is clear 
he calls and mama runs out with the 
babies, keeping a sharp lookout on 
the opposite side. She talks to them 
incessantly, in little low clucks, but 
at one sharp call from papa they 
are gone. Quick as lightning, they 
simply melt into the grass, and I 
have never seen one of them fail to 
heed the warning. 

“Not long-ago a cat strayed into 
our place, and before E could«get rid 
of him, he caught a tiny Valley quail 
The little

An Important Discovery 


Herb Used By Florida Indians Cures 
X-Ray Burns 

Successful cure of X-ray burns by 

application of an herb used by the 


‘Seminole Indians of Florida has been 


reported at Baltimore. 

Dr, C. E. Collins and his son, Cres- 
ton, of Crisfield, Md., described the 
efficiency of the herb in treating 
burns either from X-rays or fire, in'a 
paper read before the radiological 
section of the medical and chirurgical 
faculty at Baltimore. 

Members of the faculty said the 
curative powers of the plant should 
be submitted to an “intensive investi- 
gation,” as the only effective cure of 
X-ray burns at present is by skin 
grafting. 

The young Collins said he discover- 
ed the healing qualities of the plant 
while living on the edge of the Ever- 
glades last year.

“Frash trom the Goldene” 
‘he People's Responsibility 


_No apology need be offered to the readers of this column, we feel sure, 
for again discussing the same subject that formed the topic of last week's 
comment, namely, the ever mounting toll of deaths and serious injuries 
attributable to automobile accidents. ‘The most effective way of minimizing 
ay far as possible these tragedies is, it will be admitted, the arousing of 
public opinion because, unless public opinion is aroused, all the preventive 
laws in, the world will not prove effective. 


In conversation with the writer the other day a mother of 4 family, 
careful, conscientious, intelligent and of the very best type of Canadian citi- 
zenship, one who takes a keen and active interest in all movements. for the 
betterment of th munity and province in which she lives, stated that 
only recently she’and her husband had had the narrowest of escapes from a 
serious and probably fatal car accident. Let us recite the simple circum- 
stances, 


Driving at a moderate rate, her husband at the wheel came to a point 
where the making of 1 left turn was necessary. He proceeded to make it. 
At the same moment the driver of a car behind them speeding at forty miles 
an hour decided to pass ahead. Without slackening speed and without 
sounding his horn in warning to the car ahead, he shot past, thus violating 
‘the rules of the road in at least two respects. He side-swiped the car in 

“Which the lady and her husband were driving, smashed a headlight to 
‘smithereens, tore off the front bumper, and all but wrecked the car. But, 
added the lady, we too, were to blame because my husband had neglected to 
put out his hand indicating his intention to make the left turn. Fortunately 
no person was hurt. 


All simple things,—failure to sound a horn before attempting to pass 
the car ahead, failure to reduce speed when overtaking and passing the car 
ahead, failure of the car ahead to indicate its proposed change of direction, 
and three lives endangered, several children narrowly escaped being 
orphaned, two families barely saved from lasting sorrow and much suffering. 
The laws were sound enough, a policeman right on the spot could not have 
enforced those laws in time \to prevent a tragedy. Two individuals were 
alone responsible for placing their own lives and that of others in jeopardy. 
Hither one of them could have avoided this near calamity. 


It is probable that as these lines are being ‘written other near-accidents 
of a more or less similar nature are taking place, and possibly serious in- 
juries and even death are the result. Who is to blame? The people them- 
selves. Nobody else. And such accidents will continue and will multiply 
until people by observing all laws and regulations, and through the exercise 
of proper caution at all times, put an end to such accidents. \ 

In this article, too, emphasis may well be placed upon the terrible men- 
ace of “glaring headlights”. ‘They are prohibited by law, yet are to be 
found upon practically every road and highway every night. Glaring head- 
lights—which blind the driver of any approaching car, making it impossible 
for him to judge his distance from the approaching car which has blinded him 
-or to see what is ahead of him. And because one car has such lights burn- 
ing, the other driver refuses to dim his lights, and two high powered cars 
rush at each other,_sometimes they pass safely, sometimes they do not, and 
all too frequently even when a head-on crash does not result, one or both 
cars ends up in the ditch, or meets some other adverse fate. 

The owner of the “glaring lights” is apparently quite reckless and in- 
different to the fact that by blinding the driver of approaching cars he may 
be inviting his own death, because the blinded driver may smash into him; 
and when driver No. 2 refuses to dim his lights because the other fellow did 
not, he is only multiplying his own risks because he is blinding» the other 
fellow. Again, who is to blame for the catastrophes which so frequently fol- 
low? Not the law, because the actions of these car drivers is unlawful. Nor 

_ can any army of policemen be maintained along every highway to enforce 
the law. The best that is possible is to make examples of people when they 
can be caught. 

It is people themselves who are to blame, and it is well nigh impossible 
to identify the culprits because the glaring lights renders the taking of car 
license number extremely difficult. It is public opinion that must first be 
aroused and educated to put a stop to these violations. It is not legislators, 
governments and police forces which alone have responsibility in this mat- 
ter; the greatest responsibility rests with the individual citizen. And until 
individual citizens in far greater numbers than at present discharge that re- 


sponsibility, humanity must pay the price, and this. terrible blot. rest upon 
our much vaunted civilization.

Takes Place Of Sails 


“Autogyro Aeroplane Windmill” Is 
Success In Tests 


A -most interesting experiment, 
which may be attended with import- 
ant results, has been tried out by 
Lieut.-Colonel Moore-Brabazon, M.P., 
noted British airman. He has con- 
structed a boat with what is called 
“autogyro’. aeroplane windmill” to

civic officials, and leaders of welfare 
groups in a series of addresses under 
the auspices of the Canadian Social 
Hygiene Council in Toronto during 
the last two weeks. 

Suggestions ranged from forma- 
tion of “a national health council” to 
“imulate provincial programmes and 
correlate them with the federal de- 
partment of health, to a general pro- 
gramme of health education by gov- 
ernments and independent health 
organizations. There were more than 
50 speakers, including the Mavor of 
Toronto, justices, judges and health 
directors of independent bodies. 
Organizations represented included 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, the 
National Council of Women, the 
Social Hvgiene Council, city and pro- 
vincial health departments, churches, 
independent welfare bodies and the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion. 

It was contended by speakers that 
the value of health education had 
been proved by results of pro- 
grammes directed to the prevention 
of venereal diseases, tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever, and 80 
forth, and that Canada's daily sick 
list could be cut in half if present 
knowledge and equipment for disease 
prevention were made available to 
the public. 

Premier Bennett was commended 
for placing national health before the 
forthcoming inter-provincial confer- 
ence of premiers and support was 
urged to any move which might 
emerge from the conference towards 
broader health education. ~

Mysterious Sea Again 
Attracts Expedition 


Graveyard Of Atlantic To Be Studied 
By Scientists 

The Sargasso Sea, that curious 
area in mid-Atlantic, is again to be 
the subject of study, this time by 
scientists from Yale University and 
the Woods Hole. Oceanographic. In- 
stitution. Other expeditions, lured 
on by the strange tales of sailors, 
have sought in vain to find its “float- 
ing island” of weed. Yet history re- 
lates that the ships of Columbus 
nearly became entangled in the Sar- 
gasso weed, and seemingly credible 
reports of later years have told of 
perils to navigators in this sea. 

One of the. most recent expeditions 
to this area was conducted by Dr. 
William Beebe in the Arcturus in 
1925. In his own description, he was 
hunting for a “dead spot in the 
ocean,” where great quantities of 
weed circle slowly in a sluggish ‘vor- 
tex, half-way between, America and 
Africa, But he found only relatively 
small masses of seaweed, and con- 
cluded that a great storm: had scat- 
tered the vegetation. Fifteen years 
before, Sir John Murray, leading a 
Norwegian expedition, had obtained 
the same negative result.
